The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-Law 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
"For the Regulation of Municipal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Ik; it oimctnd by tlio I\Iayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victuriii as follows: 

1. Tlie City shall be divided into three "Wiiiils, minicly, the John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street Ward, and the Juiuch Jjjiy Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
iiipT between the Northern Boundary Lino of the Corporation and 
a line running along tho centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, aud a straight continuation of such line to the Eii.stern 
boundary line of the Corporaiion, district section No. Ti, and 
thenco in a straight line to the City boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Koad at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary lino of the Johnson Street Ward 
and u lino commencing at the western extremity of Fort street, and 
riuiiiiiig thence eastwiirdly along the centre of Fort btroet aud tho 
Cadboro Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The James Bay Ward shall include oil that tract ,of land lying 
between the southern boundary lino of the Yates Street Waitl on 
the one side, and the southern boundary lino of tho Corporation on 
tho other .sitlo. 

2. At the no.\*i election of Councillors and thencefortli there shnll 
be two Municipal Councillors iu Johusuii Street "\\'ard; three in 
Yutes Streetward; and two iu James Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. ,^ 

3. This Bylaw may be cited for all purposes as "The Municipal 
Elections Kegulations Bylaw, 1873."

Snropoan Outlook. 

It waa to have beeu expected that 
tlie visit of Victor Emmanuel to tlio 
Com-t8 of Berlin and Vienna woulil Kct 
. the.,l>oUdcal world on tip -toe and give 
more' thain nine days* work to specula- 
tive publicists. The circumstance of 
being accompanied by two of bis priu- 
oipal-Ministers added greatly to the 
political signifioancB of the visit, not- 
withstanding the zealous endeavors of 
the organs of ihe ministry to convince 
the world that the journey simply 
„. meant friendship with the German 
- Oourtsi but not by any means hostility 
towards France. It is claimed that 
Italian politics have been succossfal 
enough to gain now allies without los- 
ing the old ones; and it suits French 
journals just now to re-echo these 
friendly assurances. But tlicro avc 
those wLo look deeper and see more. 
The relations Letwoon Germany and 
Italy were none of the best during tbo 
last years, and especially so during 
1870-71. True, the very contrary was 
asserted by the ultrainontanos, who 
said that on a hint from Bismarck. after 
the capture of Napoleon III, the King 
of Italy had gone to Homo in order to 
rob the Pope of hi.? last worldly poyFi- 
eosion. But subsequent ollicial state- 
ments conlirni the opinion that during 
the Franco-German war Italy was vci y 
much ittcliiied to draw its sword for 
k Francd'and- against Germany. Since 
that, however, Italy begins to realize 
.what it has to expect from its for.n cr 
ally, in case the Republic should give 
place to a monarchy ; and the monar- 
chy, having luiniiliaXed Italy, woultlall 
the more certainly commence the in- 
evitable war of revenge against Ger- 
many. ButGeiTuany and Italy united 
hold France in check,and every event- 
uality which could damage Ital3' or 
Germany could be prevented by these 
two powers allying themselves more 
closely than over. Men road plainly 
ejioiigb in tlio events of I8G6 tiio mean- 
ing of a Pruaso-Italian alliance; and in 
the light of those all the more clearly 
will appear the significance of a (.ler- 
mau-ltalian alliance which must na- 
cessarily be against Franco. I\Ioroover, 
sinco the establishment of the German 
Empire it has become an accomplished 
fact, Austrie has become her natural 
ally which values the assistance of 
Germany just as much as the latter 
values that of Austria. The journey 
of King Victor Emmanuel tiircatens 
none; and thus far the organsare riglit. 
But it is not the less siguilicant for 
tliat. Italy once found help with 
France as it sought to free itself from 
foreigu domination. To-day it looks to 
the Gorman powers for assi.stance 
agaiuat the dungern which thrcatou itsiii- 
dependenco antl unity from Franco. Nor 
need France c^jniplnin if lior (jIiI ally seeiis 
to seciU'O itself a^'uinst the jjossibleconse- 
quencea ofa cliaiiging front. In fact, she, 
herself, has invoked it. The presence of 
the King of Italy on German soil means, 
therefore, an alliiinco for in-ntcction, not 
aggression. Itis ollici.illy annoutieeil tluit 
thoEuiperor I''raiici.s Jo.sepli has ilolinit(^- 
ly arranged for a visit to the Czar at St. 
I'e'ersburg, about tho middle of January 
ntxt, and that tbiH visit has boon timed 
with a distinct view to tho Emperor's 
presence a', '.ml p:irticipation in, 'ho intu-- 
estin f ceru.iiony which shall unite tho 
Dukoof EJinlmrgh and the Gi-anddni.-hesa 
Mary Aloxandro\>. na. Tliis visit., luo, is 
not without it.s jioiitical sit^niticanco; hut 
itisamost gratifying,' fcuturo tliat the 
European outlook points to alliaucos for 
peace, not war.

On tiiis 
occasion, the subject of hor reportorial 
capacity was the young man rel'ened 
to, Mr. Moss. When his attention was 
call )d to the matter iu ([ucdion, ho de- 
nied tho charge made by ^Ir.i.

The" Anchor Company aro now 
bailding four steaniera exprf ssly for this 
trade, Tho cattlo lose wci;.;ht on tho voyage, 
but apeodily recovof on English grass."

The correspondence of Now York 
'Herald' >vfitiiif? froiii Cnrthugona, 
Buys: — "When tho A'itoria ami Al- 
inaiiHa were captured by the Swiftsurc 
A id tho Cxermuu mun-ol'-wi.r Frederick 
Charles, and brought to antliur at Ks- 
combrema,. ttHcler.tho gun of the lort- 
re.sso.s oi rebellious Cartliagena, u. small 
BritiHli g-uii-boat, tho Torch, carrying 
only four guns, lay within tho iiort. 
Pr(;p:i,ralioii.'j were uiiule by the excited 
rebels to mcaiituro the Vitoriii uiul Al- 
nmusa; tho Mendez Nunez, Numnncia, 
Tebuan, und Feraaudo el Gotolico hud 
thoir steam up, ancT tho men wevo nil 
prepared to liiuiioh out. Tiio Torch 
nlipt out of the port and went for or- 
ders to Captain W'j.rd,oriho Swift.suie. 
Soon after her wont a boat from the 
Numancii, bearing a threat from Cou- 
tt'oras that the Brat foreign 8bi]7a that 
entered the harbour would bo fired 
upon. Ciiptain Ward gave tlio com- 
mander of tho little Toreh a letter ear- 
ryin;:^ a couiitcr-tlireftt,tliatil'thc rcdiels 
lired ou any foreign vcksoI .he would 
bombard the town, and tliis message 
was to be taken to the Junta. The 
Torch prepared for action; her four 
guns wero cast loose, and bIio sleimed 
boldly up tho Ijiirbo.i;', making straigiii 
for the i^umancia ( v.'liich had hor steam 
up) and looking as if she meant to run 
hor down. Ou coming alongside, the 
captain ran up tbe side of the tall iron- 
clad , and as he stepped on was greeted 
with tries of " Cut him down 1" "Doutli 
to tho foreigner!" ami so forth. But 
ho luriiod coolly loiiiul nnd told his 
lioiiteiiiLnt to signal to the Swiftsurefor 
orders as to what should be dono if the 
Numancia fired upon tho Torch. The 
answer wns instantly seen at tho mast- 
head of the Swiftsurc lit was" Board!" 
A crow of 1'20 men, all told, were to 
board the Nuuiaiicia with her crew of 
GOO! Tlio comtnauder of the Torch, 
after telling the captain ' of the Nu- 
mancia ■what Captain Ward's inten- 
tions were, asked him what he meant 
by ha\iiig steam up; to wliich the palc- 
facod rebel stainmeniig replied that it 
was for the purpose of moving nearer 
totheoity. The British commander 
took off his cup , ■waved an adieu, and 
having gone ba k to lb .'To •-•eh, it am d 
farther in. Then, manning his boat, 
he was rowotl ashore, and met there 
an excited crowd collected to do him 
violence. But he was no more daun ted 
by tiie fierce looks of the people than 
liy the ironclad. As he passed among 
them lie politely took oil' his cap, and 
having delivered his Kenior's letter to 
tbe Juntn, Viut back to the.Torth, and 
then steamed to the Swiftsure for 
report.
